some cities, but any experienced fruit 
talesman will tell you that in cer- 
tain cities it is the most desirable 
way to sell fruit," says Mr. Stewart 
in li!s letter. "An auction company 
employing auctioneers as a service 
corporation, and is not to be compared 
with junk selling. Fruit men will tell 
you that the best fruit to send to tuc 
lion is the high class fruit, and the 
grower ie in a better position to get 
- full value for his high grade fruit in 


auction markets in large cities than 
he is in any other way. 


"There are Sour principal auction 


markets, Boston, New York, Philadel- 
phia ana Chicago. There arc auctions 
in other cities, but they are not as 
generally patronized by shippers as 
ttjese four. There is one auction com- 
pany 111 Boston, one in Philadelphia, 
two in Chicago and three in New York. 


"The exchange has been accused of 


misuse of auctions, *>o that many grow- 
ers believe the exchange sells only 
through the auctions and is the only 
shipper from Florida using auctions. 
The four big auctions have sold from 


/ the beginning of the season 'to Decem- 


ber 31, ,1934, 1,958,524 hoses of Florida 
fruit, of which the exchange sold 489,- 
889 boxes, or 24 per cent "
